shows that at the present time there 
are 579,368,274 acres of unappropriat- 
ed and unreserved public land in the 
United States, 
exclusive of Alaska. 


Of this area 546,549,655 acres, or more 
than 94 per cent, are in the thirteen so- 
called desert land states and territories. 
Of the vacant lands in these states and 
territories it is estimated that 332,176,- 
000 acres are of a character that may 
be denominated as "desert" under the 
law providing for the disposal of des- 
ert, lands; that is, lands that do not 
produce native 
grasses 
in sufficient 


quantity to make an ordinary crop ot 
hay in usual seasons is unfed by graz- 
ing animals, and lands which, with- 
out irrigation, do not' contain sufficient 
moisture to produce a natural growth 
of trees or make an agricultural crop 
01 any kind in amount to make the 
cultivation thereof reasonably remun- 
erative. 


There was an increase ot nearly four 


hundred mineral entries during the 
fiscal year 1898, as compared with 1S87.
